crease the regular rates thirty-three and one-third per cent on the basis of an increase of two 
cents per kilowat hour. The average price charged, according to the Electric Company is ap- 
proximately six cents per kilowat hour. 


Councilman Winslow made the argument that Dunn and Bradstreot now shows a decrease 


in the cost of living and that the increase is'entirely unnecessary and unwarranted. He was the 
only councilman to vote against the measure. 


Godfathers and sponsors of the increase in electric rates were "Good-hearted, chicken- 


hearted" Councilmen Hazelton and Stark, the former making the motion and the latter second- 
ing it. The two likewise started the action in granting the increase in the gas rates here. The 
other "good-hearted, chicken-hearted" councilmen to vote for the increase were Andrus, Cantle, 
Halpin and Tatter^all.
